The following are the plain unvarnished 


facts of a "great myntory" that has stir- 
red the town of Hacon, in this county, 
from centre to circumference since April, 
1878: 


Mra. C. H. Ruby is the well known land- 


lady of the popular "Ruby House," at the 
enteprising town of Macon, 10 miles south 
of Decatur. Some time daring the month 
of January, 1878, Miss Jennie Chew, a 
quiet, industrious girl, of 18 summers, 
the daughter of Mr. William Chew, who 
resides about two miles southeast of 
Decatur, went to Macon and entered the 
employ of Mrs. Kuby as a domestic. She 
did her work well, made friends with 
everybody with whom she came in con- 
tact, and was the faithful friend and 
constant companion 
of 
her mistress, 


whom she soon learned to love as a 
mother. 
Time passed on, and nothing 


transpired to cause the slightest founda- 
tion for gossip among the busybodies of 
the town, until one Monday morning, in 
the month of April, 1878, when it was 
discovered that Miss Chew, entirely un- 
known to her mistress, had got her things 
together and disappeared. 
Mrs. Ruby 


and her husband were of the opinion 
that she had come to this city on the train 
which passos Macon before daylight, for 
the purpose of visiting her relatives, but 
there were those in the town who darkly 
hinted that the young lady had been 
foully dealt with. Weeks came and went, 
and still there were no tidings of the 
whereabouts of the missing young lady. 
One or two of her relativas came to 
Macon, inquired after her, and left no 
wiser than when they came. Then the 
gossips—egged on by a party whose name 
it is unnecessary to mention—wagged 
their tongues more industriously than 
ever, telling it around, among other 
things, that Mrs. Ruby, for some unknown 
reason, had actually murdered Miss Chew 
in cold blood and thrown her body in an 
old forsaken well on her premises. Almost 
daily she was the recipient of anonymous 
letters threatening all manner of things, 
until the poor woman was nearly distract- 
ed. Meanwhile she did everything in her 
powe*r to learn the whereabouts of the 
young lady, but all her efforts in this 
direction were fruitless. 
And so the 


matter rcstcd.until the sitting of the grand 
jury in May last, when a lot of persons 
appeared before that body, through the 
instrumentality of the aforesaid unmen- 
tionable par.y, for the very laudable (?) 
purpose of having Mrs. Ruby indicted for 
murder. 
The witnesses relieved them- 


selves of their oft-repeated fancies, and
